Minutes of the Picture Division 
ANNUAL BUSINESS MEETING 


The annual business meeting of the Picture Division was held 
June 10, 1958 at the Sherman Hotel in Chicago, Sixteen members were 
present. The meeting was called to order by Betty Hale, Chairman. 
The minutes of last year's business meeting were read and approved. 
Miss Hale read her annual report (see next page) and then called on 
Mrs. Helen Faye, committee chairman for Picture Sources Directory, 
to comment on the book's progress, Mrs, Faye announced that the 
book scheduled for fall publication, is expected to include 00-500 
sources, Mrs. Faye emphasized that the list could not possibly be 
a definitive, complete list; but it would be as comprehensive as a 
staff, working part-time and on a voluntary basis, could make it in 
the allotted time. She reported that the directory committee felt 
that the most immediate consideration was to get out a workable 
source book as soon as possible, She expressed hope that there 
would be a second edition in which corrections and additions would 
be incorporated, 
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ANNUAL BUSINESS MEETING (continued) 


Miss Mildred Joy, chairman of the nominating committee announced 
the election of Division officers to serve for the next two years:

There were two announcements from SLA headquarters. The first 
requested that someone from the Philadelphia area be selected to begin 
work on the 1959 convention in Atlantic City. Miss Hale said there 
would be an announcement in the near future on this appointment. The 
second request was concerned with a special exhibit of historical 
material being planned by member organizations for the convention, 
Appropriate historical material is needed. 


Miss Hale gave a vote of thanks to all committee members who had worked 
in the Division last year with special mention to the staff of PICTURESCOPE, 
the Chicago convention committee, and to Franziska Gay Schacht who is 
preparing a history of the Division for the 50th anniversary celebration 
of Special Libraries Association. 


The meeting was then turned over to the new chairman, Mrs, Hook, A 
general discussion of several points raised by Mrs. Hook followed. There 
was a suggestion that the editorial board of PICTURESCOPE be enlarged 
to include members outside of New York, in order to give the publication 
broader representation, There was also discussion of the possible need 
for a subscription manager to handle paid subscriptions to PICTURESCOPE, 
currently handled by the secretary=treasurer, The feasibility of publishing 
a yearly list of members, rather than the present bi-annual list, was 
discussed. It was agreed that this would be a good idea but that, 
currently, it probably would not be financially possible. Mrs, Hook 
urged members to send in to PICTURESCOPE news items or other contributions 
which they felt would be of interest to other members, 


Plans for the 1959 convention were also discussed briefly, It was 
mentioned that since there would be no picture collections to visit in 
the immediate area of Atlantic City, there would probably be more time 
for panel discussions, It was agreed that good ideas for panel topics 
were needed, One suggestion was made to set up in advance a committee 
on the ethics of picture handling = copyrights, picture credits, prices, 
etc., which would present a panel on recommended practices, No immediate 
action was taken on any of the suggestions, 


A vote of thanks was given to Betty Hale for her able chairmanship 
during the past two years and the meeting was adjourned,

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PICTURE DIVISION ANNUAL REPORT 1957 = 1958 


Picture Division now has 1):3 members, of which 85 are primary 
affiliations, and 5 are Institutional. Members come from 20 states, 
Wash., D. C. and Canada, We welcomed 16 new members this year and lost 
about as many. 


Our treasurer reports (see next page) a cash balance of $323.1) as of 

May 1, 1958, PICTURESCOPE cost $105.5. Income from the paid sub- 
scriptions and back issues was $95.50. When its earnings are subtracted 
from its costs, it can be seen that our four issues costs net, $9.95} 

This publishing miracle was possible only because the printing, and 
devoted labor was free, Our only expenses were for final typing, addressing, 
masthead, paper, mailing envelopes and postage. The 1957 issues were 
offset through the courtesy of the Socony Mobil Oil Co., Inc. Time, Inc. 
has kindly consented to reproduce the 1958 issues, If we had to pay for 
this reproduction it would cost us about $200 a year. Therefore as our 
annual allotment from headquarters would pay for only half of this, with 
nothing left over for other expenses, we feel that it is prudent to retain 
some savings from past years, in case we suddenly have to start paying 

for printing. We are still hoping to get a promotional piece to increase 
the number of subscribers. 


SLA Board approval has been granted to publish the Directory to Sources of 
Still Pictures. Compilation and indexing are far enough along so that 

we should be able to issue it this year = possibly in the fall, The 
directory committee consists of chairman, Helen Faye, and members, 
Celestine Gilligan, Betty Hale, Molli Ochab, Darthula Pallister and 

John Yingling. Mrs. Pallister edits copy, Mrs. Ochab indexes it, 








We held a special election for vice-chairman in January, so that the 
new officer (who automatically becomes chairman), would have time to 
learn about Division operations before taking over the reins in June. 
Mrs. Alice P,. Hook was elected to this office. The nominating committee 
members who carried through this special as well as the regular elections 
are Mildred L, Joy, chairman and John C, Larsen, secretary. Virginia 
Daiker has accepted appointment as vice-chairman of the nominating 
committee,

FENDERICH LITHOGRAPHS SOUGHT 


The Library of Congress is preparing to 
publish a catalog of the work of Charles Fenderich, the 19th century 
lithographer who is best known for his portraits of prominent people 
of the period between 1837 and 1849, Fenderich, or Carl Fendrich, 
was born in Laufenburg, Switzerland, in 1805. We know he worked for the 
Swiss lithographer and publisher Joseph Brodtmann and in Paris before 
emigrating to the United States in 1831 or 1832, where he settled, 
presumably, in Philadelphia, He died in California about 1887, having 
gone there as a member of the Washington City and California Mining 
Association in 189, 


In addition to his portraits, we know that Fenderich lithographed views 
of Philadelphia, Washington and Annapolis, Mexican War scenes, numerous 
genre subjects, and music covers. Fenderich's lithographs were printed 
by Lehman & Duval, P. S. Duval, Edward Weber & Company (Baltimore), or 
Britton & Rey (San Francisco). Some were published by Fenderich & Wild, 
some under his own name, Recently we uncovered, among our unprocessed 
collections, a group of his original drawings and watercolors,

biographical information, especially concerning his life in California,

CARNEGIE CORPORATION COLOR SLIDES 


Among the 15 educational institutions 
which have received from the Carnegie Corporation sets of color slides 
depicting the arts of the United States are the Joint University Libraries, 
Nashville, Tenn., and the Enoch Pratt Free Library, Baltimore, Md. The 
Carnegie gift came as the culmination of a two-year survey of the visual 
arts of the United States, covering 18 caterories. A special feature is 
a collection of varied arts of Indians from New Mexico to Alaska, 
Altogether some ),000 objects were selected by the committee, and original 
photographs were made of each of them. From the }},000 slides, the art 
committee selected two sets for teaching purposes: one of 2,500 slides, 
the other of 1,500, The main purpose was to provide suitable materials 
for teaching courses not only in art but also in American social and 
cultural history. The slides are accompanied by a complete catalog and 
by authoritative essays covering each of the 18 categories of the study.

"LOOPS" at the Brussels Fair

summer at our Brussels Fair Pavilion via "loops", an experimental 
cinematic production produced jointly by Willard Van Dyke and Charles 
F, Schwep. Loops are "twenty-five diverse, two-and-a-half=-minute color 
vignettes reflecting our scene and way of life, looped to run continuously 
inside as many projectors, and splashed on screens of varying shapes and 
sizes throughout the huge rotunda."

BYRON COLLECTION 


The Museum of the City of New York is the fortunate owner 
of the Byron Collection, which consists of over 10,000 photographs of 
New York from 1890 on, by the Byron Company. It includes all phases 
of life in New York = street scenes, interiors, slums, balls, sports, 
theatres, shippings, etc. On September 21, 1958, Percy C. Byron, who 
with his father Joseph, documented the city in a fashion comparable with 
Atget's loving treatment of Paris, will celebrate his 80th birthday. He 
is still active in the profession he has served for over 70 years. On 
September 22, the Macmillan Company will publish a book entitled Once Upon 
a City: New York from 1890-1910; as photographed by Byron and descri 
by Grace M, Mayer; with a foreword by Edward Steichen. This will include 
reproductions of 225 Byron photographs.

facsimiles.
